In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's augments, the 
Examiner finds the claimed invention to be patentably distinct from the prior art of record.

Angles et al., US Pat. No. 5,933,81 1, teaches the invention substantially as claimed. Angles 
teaches a system and method for delivering customized content to users. 

However, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination a 
system wherein the anonymous demographic data is selected from a group consisting of gender, 
marital status, age, salary, number of children, job type, residence location, political affiliation, 
hobbies, preferred greeting name, interests, and user preferences. 

Furthermore, in the Office action of October 6, 2006, the examiner made an objection to 
claim 44 as being objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but allowable if 
rewritten in independent form; the limitation of claim 44 comprising a demographic server 
storing "only" anonymous demographic information. In response, the applicant incorporated this 
limitation into claim 15, However, upon further consideration, the examiner withdrew the 
allowability as to this limitation. Accordingly, in order to advance prosecution of this 
application, the applicant has canceled the associated claims.
